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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 4 and 9 the phrase "insole-shaped" is vague and indefinite because it is not 
clear what structural limitations applicant intends to encompass with such language. 
Insoles come in many shapes and sizes and therefore such a phrase is extremely 
vague and indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8, and 9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Rogers (90197). 

4. Claims 1, 5, 6, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Owens (5357693). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rogers in 
view of either Geffner (2205091 ) or Heiman (2430338). 

Rogers shows a shoe with a pocket (A) and heating pad (B) substantially as claimed 
except for the exact means for releasably closing the pocket. Either Geffner or Heiman 
teaches the use of zippers to releasably close sole pockets. It would have been 
obvious to use a zipper as taught by either Geffner or Heiman for the closure in the 
shoe of Rogers to provide a releasable closure which would keep out dirt and debris 
from the pocket. 

7. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either 
Rogers or Owens. 

Rogers or Owens discloses the claimed invention except for the exact material for 
the heating pad. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use a pad composed of ferrite and silicone, since it has 
been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material 
on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. 
InreLeshin, 125 USPQ416.
